Veterans Service Committee 


A special committee of the Chicago 
Dental Society, known as the Veterans 
Service Committee, has been appointed 
by President Zielinski to cooperate with 
the Military Affairs Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society in helping 
dentists returning from service to re- 
establish themselves in civilian practice. 
The personnel of the committee is as 
follows: James H. Keith, chairman; 
Earl P. Boulger, Glenn E. ‘Cartwright, 
C. C. Blakeley, F. E. Gillespie, G. M. 
Hambleton, J. C. McGuire, Iver A. 
Oveson, L. T. Rowland, Horace J. 
Tharp and George Hax. One member 
of this committee will act as liaison 
officer to each of the eight sub-commit- 
tees which have been appointed by the 
branch presidents. These sub-commit- 
tees are composed of from three to eight 
members. Inasmuch as very few of the 
returning veterans will be able to pick 
up where they left off and occupy their 
former offices, it will be the first objec- 
tive of the Veterans Service Committee 
to try to find space for them. Inquiries 
are coming into the Central Office every 
day and these are being referred to the 
sub-committee in the neighborhood 
where the veteran proposes to reestab- 
lish himself. Eventually the committee 
expects to chart all vacant space which 
will accommodate a dental office as well 
as to secure information relative to two- 
chair dental offices where an extra den- 
tist can be used. 

Offices that might become available 
through the retirement of the present 
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occupant will be listed also. 

The second objective of the commit- 
tee will be to assist the veterans by seeing 
to it that their return is publicized in 
the local press. Most editors, undoubt- 
edly, would look upon such an event as 
a newsworthy item, and be glad to write 
a story about it. It is unethical for a 
dentist to advertise directly to the public 
through a paid announcement, but he 
can send announcements to patients of 
record without violating the code. 

A resolution waiving the increase in 
dues for dentists in service was presented 
and passed at the May meeting of the 
Society. Because many members failed 
to notify the Central Office of their entry 
into or their discharge from the service, 
it has been impossible for the office to 
select the men entitled to this waiver. 
The Veterans Service Committee, at the 
request of the Board of Directors, con- 
sidered methods for carrying out the 
intent of the resolution. It was decided 
that the best way would be to grant 
the waiver only to those who apply for it. 

An announcement of the amendment 
approving the increase in dues to regular 
members and of the resolution waiving 
the increase in dues for service men, 
under certain conditions, is to be in- 
serted in the dues envelope. On the 
reverse side of the announcement an 
application for waiver will be printed. 
When this information is returned to the 
Central Office the waiver will become 
effective and the information will be 
properly recorded.—James H. Keith. 


Complete Denture Service Proves Big Attraction 
Dr. Carl Flagstad Gives Away Secrets 


“The transition from natural to arti- 
ficial teeth with all its irritations and 
failures tests a man’s mettle. It’s only 
by giving denture work the good old 
college try, that a dentist achieves sat- 
isfaction and happiness.” So spoke 
Minnesota’s famed prosthodontist, Dr. 
Carl Flagstad, at the October monthly 
meeting of the Chicago Dental Society. 
Dr. Flagstad not only covered the techni- 
cal angle of full denture construction, 


but played up the psychological angle — 


as well. He said that good denture pa- 
tients develop certain habits that make 
it possible for them to wear most any- 
thing. (Perhaps that’s how the mail- 
order laboratories made a living.) Some 
patients can manipulate the muscles of 
the cheeks and tongue so as to defy all 
the laws of physics, including gravity. 
When a dentist finds such a patient he 
should prize her as his most cherished 
possession. Or, better yet, make a col- 
ored movie of her, a la Flagstad, to 
regale the skeptics and the unbelievers. 


DENTURE PROBLEMS CLASSIFIED 


There are three kinds of problems 
that the dentist who makes dentures 
must struggle with. First, the prob- 
lems he himself must solve. Second, 
the denture problems the patient must 
overcome and, third, the denture prob- 
lems which are impossible of solution. 
If the dentist will spend a little time 
in courageously informing his patient 
what to expect with dentures, he will 
save himself a lot of grief. Dr. Flag- 
stad illustrated this point by citing the 
case of a patient who presented himself 
to the clinic at the University of Minne- 
sota, who had had six different dentures 
made by six different home town den- 
tists. The patient had offered a bonus 
to anyone who could make him a satis- 
factory set. No one had been able to 
collect. At the clinic they discovered 
that the patient’s attitude was one of, 
“I defy you to fit me,” and that, of 


course, made it humanly impossible to 
do so. A good, stiff lecture on patient 
cooperation was all he needed and that’s 
what he got from Dr. Flagstad. “A 
dentist must have the ability to handle 
people intelligently and draw out their 
best side. He must possess the skill and 
knowledge that will enable him to de- 
liver the right kind of service to the 
patient. The truly successful dentists 
are not the salesmen but the doers. Fees 
should be made clear beforehand so 
that misunderstandings may be avoided. 
Tell the patient the complete cost and 
include enough to take care of all exi- 
gencies, even to a possible make over. 
No one can serve every patient who 
presents himself so don’t be afraid to 
stick to your guns.” 


THE IMPOSSIBLES 


Because of persistent irritation certain 
kinds of tissue have no tolerance to den- 
tures. In younger patients, the tissues 
often become calloused along the periph- 
ery from the wearing of dentures, but 
elderly people can’t develop that degrec 
of toughness. When a new set of den- 
tures is made that changes the vertical 
dimension, they won’t wear them. Some- 
times patients are such persistent gag- 
gers, that no type of denture will make 
any difference. Then there’s the pa- 
tient who complains of a “burning” sen- 
sation. This is a most acute problem, 
according to Dr. Flagstad. It may in- 
volve the underside of the lips, the 
cheeks or the tongue. Unfortunately, 
this problem seems to be on the increase, 
and it is quite possible that it’s caused 
by an allergy. Dr. Flagstad cautioned 
against accepting patients with this mal- 
ady. “They'll be on your neck the rest 
of your life.” He hopes that now the 
war is over it will be possible to 
do some serious research along these 
lines. Dr. Flagstad went on to explain 
that successful users of dentures develop

INSURANCE PROGRAM 
BECOMES EFFECTIVE 


The health and accident insurance 
program underwritten by the Standard 
Accident Insurance Company of Detroit, 
and endorsed by the Board of Directors, 
for the members of the Society became 
effective on November 1. All those who 
applied for participation in this program 
prior to that date have received a notice 
that the insurance is now in force. These 
members will receive their individual 
policies within the next few days. Be- 
tween 55 and 60 per cent of the mem- 
bers of the Society who are eligible to 
participate in this insurance program 
have purchased this policy. 

Members of the Society who did not 
take advantage of the opportunity dur- 
ing the initial enrollment period may still 
do so if they can show evidence of in- 
surability. These members must com- 
plete both sides of the application form 
by answering the seventeen questions 
asked thereon. New members and mem- 
bers discharged from the armed forces 
will have a period of sixty days follow- 
ing their election or their return to ci- 
vilian practice to apply for participation 
in this program. If these men make ap- 
plication within the sixty day limit they 
will be accepted without evidence of 
insurability just as other members were 
during the initial enrollment period.

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Current Opinion 


The requirements which the State 
Board of Dental Examiners have used 
for passing upon the ability of applicants 
for licensure have remained the same de- 
spite revisions in the general practice of 
dentistry. Has the time come for altera- 
tions in the examining procedure? With 
this in mind several members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society were asked the fol- 
lowing questions: If you were in charge 
of the operative division of the State 
Board dental examinations, what qualifi- 
cations would you establish to determine 
the clinical ability of the applicants? 


J. D. Mersuimer: “There is no need 


for any examination if the applicant 
comes from a school whose standards are 
accepted by the Council on Dental Edu- 
cation. Much preferable would be an 
examination for men who have been out 
of school for ten years.” 


GopFrREY SCHROEDER: “Have appli- 
cant prepare cavities for a proximal sili- 
cate filling and a two surface amalgam 
filling. Place both restorations. Prepare 
a cavity for a two surface inlay and 
carve wax pattern.” 


G. C. JoHANNeEs: “Prepare cavity for 
an inlay, carve pattern and set the inlay. 
Insert a two surface amalgam and a 
proximal silicate restoration.” 


M. ScHNEIDER: “Prepare the cavity 
and carve the wax pattern for a two sur- 
face inlay. Insert a two surface amalgam 
and a proximal silicate. Check the col- 
lege from which the applicant graduated 
for its standing.” 


H. McDanieL: “Prepare a two sur- 
face cavity for an inlay and carve the 
wax pattern. Prepare a cavity for a gold 
foil, but the insertion is not necessary.” 


Rosert Humpurey: “Have appli- 
cant present a diagnosis of the mouth that 
he will use for operative examination. 
Take medical history. Insert an amal- 


gam and a silicate filling. Prepare a 
cavity for an inlay, carve the pattern 
and insert the inlay.” 


Bernarp D. FriepMaN: “Prepare 
cavity, carve wax pattern, and insert a 
three surface inlay. Place a good silicate 
in a proximal cavity. Pounding foil is 
archaic and a left over from prehistoric 
times in dentistry. Foil has no place in 
modern practice.” 


A. D. Moser: “I would like to see the 
demonstration of a good prophylaxis. 
The applicant should also insert a two 
surface amalgam and a two surface 
inlay.” 


E. W. Lueske: “Insert a gold foil 
filling, a two surface amalgam and pre- 
pare a wax pattern for a three surface 
inlay.” 


BrapForp Brown: “Make an M.O.D. 
inlay and set it. Place a proximal silicate 
and do a prophylaxis. Foil? Does any- 
one still do that?” 


Henry WIELAND: “Ascertain the abil- 
ity of the applicant to determine the 
proper type of filling to be used. The 
best test of ability would be to do a gold 
foil filling, and the next, a gold inlay.” 


B. Piacex: “Devise some test to 
determine finger dexterity. Applicant 
should place a simple occlusal amalgam, 
a contact foil and a two surface inlay.” 


M. J. Lieserman: “The applicant 
should insert a two surface amalgam. He 
should prepare a cavity for a two surface 
inlay and carve the wax pattern.” 


Kroun: “Graduation from 
a recognized dental school should be suf- 
ficient evidence of a man’s ability. If 
a board is considered a necessity, then 
a national board should be held.”—Ben 
Davidson.

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Minutes of the Regular Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society 


October 23, 1945 


The first regular monthly meeting of 
the 1945-46 series was called to order 
by President J. B. Zielinski at 8:20 p. m. 

Dr. Fred J. Wolfe of New Orleans, 
Trustee of the Twelfth District of the 
American Dental Association, was intro- 
duced to the membership by Dr. Zielin- 
ski. 

A motion was regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded that the reading of the 
minutes of the meeting of May 15 be 
dispensed with inasmuch as they were 
published in The Fortnightly Review. 
Motion carried. 

A motion was then regularly made 
and severally seconded that the minutes 
of the meeting of May 15 be approved 
as prepared by the Secretary and pub- 
lished in the July 1 issue of The Fort- 
nightly Review. Motion carried. 

Reports of boards and standing com- 
mittees—none. 

Reports of special committees— 

The Chairman announced that the 
report of a special sub-committee of the 
Public and Professional Relations Com- 
mittee would be presented to the mem- 
bership for consideration. Secretary 
Wells then read the following report of 
this sub-committee: 

“The special committee appointed by 
Chairman Tittle, with the approval of 
the Public and Professional Relations 
Committee, to outline a method of han- 
dling complaints or grievances of the 
public, held a meeting on Friday, April 
27, to consider this problem. 

“It seemed to the members of this 
committee that there was a very definite 
need for the establishment of some me- 
chanics within the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety to handle complaints received in 
the office. Establishment of a special 
committee for this purpose would most 
certainly help promote public relations 
and create harmony and better under- 
standing between any dentist and patient 
who felt he had a grievance. 

“It is the recommendation of this spe-

cial committee that a sub-committee of 
the Public and Professional Relations 
Committee consisting of five members 
be appointed to handle complaints. For 
this year two men shall be appointed to 
this committee for a three year term, 
two for a two year term and one for a 
one year term. Following the expiration 
of each of these terms appointments shall 
be made for a three year term so that a 
majority of the committee is always fa- 
miliar with its procedures. 

“This committee also recommends 
that the following general principles be 
followed in the operation of this com- 
mittee: 

“1, That the Grievance Committee 
shall meet monthly if necessary to handle 
any grievances reported to the office. 

“9. That no grievances shall be heard 
by the committee unless full details of 
the complaint are submitted to the office 
in writing and unless the complainant is 
willing to appear before the committee 
in person. 

“9. Written complaints shall be re- 
ferred by the office to the Chairman of 
the committee who may, if he desires, 
contact the complainant by telephone in 
an effort to adjust the complaint. The 
Chairman, at his discretion, may also 
discuss the complaint with the dentist 
involved, and in case it is referred to 
the entire committee for action, shall at 
all times keep the dentist fully informed 
of all action taken. 

“4. That only complaints where the 
dentist involved is a member of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society shall be considered. 

“5. That no complaints of fee disputes 
will be considered by the committee.” 

It was moved and seconded that this 
report be adopted. Motion carried.

certain habits which will help them sup- 
port dentures. He said that certain 
patients wear dentures successfully when 
they are made in the most unscientific 
manner. These people should be ob- 
served closely in an effort to find out 
how they do it. More than likely it 
will be found that the tongue spreads 
out and offers resistance. This becomes 
a completely reflex action in the case 
of the successful wearers of dentures.

When the bite is raised, great care must 
be exercised not to have the occlusal 
surfaces of the teeth higher than the 
tongue level. The muscles of the cheeks 
and lips also function to stabilize a den- 
ture and successful wearers develop 
these muscles. Dr. Flagstad concluded 
his lecture with a colored motion picture, 
showing his method of impression tak- 
ing and the grind-in method of taking 
the bite—James H. Keith.
